Woman and child in flood rescue 


EMERGENCY SERVICES CALL FOR DRIVERS TO BE SENSIBLE DURING ADVERSE WEATHER 


WITH many roads around Dorchester still 
partially underwater, and the risk of more 
flooding on the way, emergency services are 
calling on motorists to show common sense. 
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Dorset Fire and Rescue say their advice, as always, 
is not to drive into flood water unless you are ab¬ 
solutely certain of its depth and that you can safely 
pass through it. 

The call comes after a woman and child had to be 
rescued from their car after it stalled in floodwater on 
the West Stafford bypass. 

The area has also suffered a series of road accidents, 
some of which are thought to have been caused pri¬ 
marily by cars being driven too fast in wet conditions. 

Dorset Police have taken the step of issuing the fol¬ 
lowing list of advice as adverse weather continues to 
affect the county. 

During wet weather: 

• In severe weather consider whether your journey is 
necessary and don’t travel unless you have to; 

• Don’t take chances in wet weather, leave extra time 
to get to your destination. 

In heavy rain: 

• When visibility is reduced switch on your head¬ 
lights; 

• Double the distance you leave between your car and 
the car in front of you, as stopping distances increase 
in wet weather. 

Flooding: 

• Exercise caution when approaching standing water 
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on the roads; 

• Consideration should be given to the depth of the 
water; 

• Do not take any risks driving through flood waters; 

• If motorists decide to drive through shallow water, 
they are asked to do so slowly and to be aware of the 
effect of waves on other road users and nearby prop¬ 
erties.

The process ends on February 12th when the suc¬ 
cessful candidate will be put forward for approval by 
the Dorset Police and Crime Panel.

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BORN in Cambridge, Jake Reilly trained as a cab¬ 
inet maker in Hackney, London, before moving 
to Blandford Forum in Dorset. 

He made bespoke furniture and fitted kitchens 
before becoming factory manager for a company 
making eco-house kits. The 44-year-old is now 
production manager for renowned shepherd hut 
makers Plankbridge. 

He now lives in Dorchester with his wife and two 
sons. 


• WHAT does your job entail? 

My job entails overseeing our workshop and team of 
eight hut-makers, ensuring that each bespoke hut is 
built and finished on schedule and to the exacting stan¬ 
dards that our customers expect. I also have to build 
huts myself so the job has a good variety. 

• WHY are shepherds huts so popular? 

Shepherds huts, once a common feature of the south¬ 
ern chalk downlands, fell out of use as farming practices 
changed but have had something of a renaissance 
since around 2000 when they began being built again 
for modern uses. 

The huts that we make are fully insulated, totally 
weather proof and can be laid out however the cus¬ 
tomer wishes. They can have additional double glazed 
windows fitted, single or double doors, wood burning 
stoves, under floor heating, electric wiring for lights and 
power or solar panels. We then fit them with bespoke 
furniture such as beds, dressers, cupboards, fold down 
desks etc. 

They can be used as a garden room for enjoying a 
view, as a spare room for guests, as a home office or 
artists retreat, a teenagers den or a bolt hole for a quiet 
cup of tea away from the clamour of modern life. 

• HOW much work goes into them? 

They are built to a traditional design but with many im¬ 
proved features. They have a steel chassis, cast iron 
wheels made in Frome and the rest of the hut is built 
at our workshop in Piddlehinton. Each hut is built from 
beginning to end by one hut-maker, who is responsible 
for everything that goes in it. It takes around four to six 
weeks to complete. This craftsman approach gives the 
customer the best quality product and the hut-maker 
a great sense of pride in their work. 

• HAVE you always liked building things? 

I have always made things with wood, from helping my 
dad build bookshelves as a boy, to making dens and 
tree houses and then training as a cabinet maker. It is 
immensely satisfying to see a project through from be¬ 



ginning to end and to know that all the work has been 
done by you. 

• IS living/workspace becoming increasingly im¬ 
portant to people? 

We have built many huts for customers who run their 
own businesses from home, and want to have separate

space from the house to do so. They may need the 
room in the house for a growing family and a hut allows 
them to continue without the expense of renting office 
space. The hut can always be changed internally if re¬ 
quirements change. 

• WHAT is the most interesting living space you 
have ever seen? 

In the mid 90s I travelled round Europe with a group of 
friends and met many British travellers in vehicles that 
they had converted such as a Panorama Coach which I 
helped build a kitchen for. Probably the most amazing 
was a removals lorry that had been converted into a 
beautiful home for a family of four. It had a fold-down 
balcony made from the tailgate, a boot room, a kitchen 
area, a sitting area with a wood burner, a sleeping pod 
for the kids and up a spiral staircase built out of old 
school desks complete with lifting lids for storage and 
the parents'bed area. I would love to take an old vehicle 
and convert it in to a living space complete with lots of 
clever storage and space saving ideas myself. 

• WHAT do you like about living in Dorset? 

Having moved from East London we have never regret¬ 
ted it or wanted to return. West Dorset is such a beau¬ 
tiful part of the world, with such a variety of great 
beaches and walks, great country pubs, delicious local 
beers and friendly people. 

• WHAT do you hope for 2013? 

In 2013 I hope to help Plankbridge build on the suc¬ 
cesses of the last several years. I would like to start play¬ 
ing badminton again after an injury has kept me away 
for a few months. All the usual resolutions; get fit, lose 
weight etc. but also to do more exploring in Dorset. 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

I always carry my phone and my Leatherman Wave 
multi-tool, which my sons bought for my birthday 2 
years ago. I use it every single day at work and now feel 
lost without it. 

• WHO would play you in the biopic movie of your 
life? 

I asked my so called friends who might play me in the 
biopic of my life and got Danny De Vito, Brad Pitt and 
Martin Clunes! Make of that what you will.

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Controversial Bridge and 
Signal House now occupied 


A BUILDING once described as “a blot on the land¬ 
scape” of Dorchester is now being occupied. 

Bridge and Signal House, just off the Culliford 
Road Bridge, was criticised for its size and height. 
But the Magna Housing Association buildings, de¬ 
scribed in their own publicity as “striking” in ap¬ 
pearance, have seen all of the 26 properties in 
Bridge House for social rent being taken, although 
some of the 20 shared ownership apartments in Sig¬ 
nal House are still available. 

About 10 of these properties have been reserved 
so far with prices ranging from £48,400 to £60,000 

for a 40 per 
cent share, al¬ 
though appli¬ 
cants are able 
to buy a larger 
share, if they 
wish. 

Many of the 
new residents 
started moving 
in over the 
Christmas and 
New Year pe¬ 
riod after an 
open event 
prior to the 
doors opening 
for tenants. 
David Ald- 


winckle Magna Housing Association director said: 
“We’d like to thank everyone who came along to our 
open afternoon, the feedback has been very positive. 
It was a good opportunity to see first-hand the quality 
of our accommodation and speak first hand to Magna 
staff about the development.” 

The open afternoon provided Magna with some ex¬ 
cellent feedback. 

Dorchester Mayor Andy Canning commented: 


“I’ve watched the development go up with intrigue, 
I really like the modem design and how it makes best 
use of space. I’m delighted that some of the proper¬ 
ties are available for shared ownership, giving people 
a chance to get on the property ladder.” 

Councillor Vivienne Allan added: “The flats are 
finished to a very high standard and are very spa¬ 
cious. I’m impressed, especially compared to other 
new builds I have seen.”

BBC's Kate Adie joins Puddletown 
volunteers for takeover of library 



VOLUNTEERS who have 
helped with less privi¬ 
leged groups in and 
around Dorchester have 
been honoured by the 
Queen. 

Dr Margaret Barker, 
who founded the Dorset 
Poverty Action Group, 
has received an MBE in 
the New Year's Honours 
List while Colin Baker, 
from the Dorchester Dis¬ 
abled Club, receives a 
British Empire Medal 
(BEM). 

A BEM also goes to 
Gwen Yarker who has 
served as a trustee to 
the Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum for 18 years. 

Dr Barker, aged 70, ad¬ 
mits she initially 
thought twice about 
whether or not to accept 
the honour, and is at 
pains to stress that other 
people also play a large 
role in fighting against 
poverty in and around 
the county town. Over 
the years she has helped 
the Dorset Poverty Ac¬ 
tion Group raised more 
than £140,000 and help 


1,200 families and indi¬ 
viduals. 

Mr Baker, 55, was given 
his BEM for almost 30 
years helping members 
of the Dorchester Dis¬ 
abled Club and for his 
work with the Royal 


Mail, where he has been 
employed for 38 years. 

He, and other volun¬ 
teers, organised trans¬ 
port for club members 
to regular meetings and 
for special outings. 


LIBRARY volunteers at 
Puddletown will be making 
history next week as they 
become the first team in 
Dorset to take over the their 
library from the county 
council. 

Four years ago they were 
the first volunteers in the 
county to work under the 
Dorset Library Service’s su¬ 
pervision to extend the li¬ 
brary’s opening hours. 

Now, from Monday, Jan¬ 
uary 7th, they take over 
completely the responsibil¬ 
ity for keeping the library 
operating efficiently. 
The ceremony to mark the 
handing over of the library 
to the community will be 
performed by veteran BBC 
correspondent Kate Adie 
(pictured) who is a vocifer¬ 
ous advocate of the need for 
people to have access to a 
library, especially those 
who live in isolated rural 
communities. 

Handing over on behalf of 
the county council will be 
its cabinet member for adult 
and community services, 
Hilary Cox. 

Puddletown is one of nine 
small libraries whose staff 
librarians the county coun¬ 
cil is ceasing to fund. As a 
result one, at Portland Un¬ 
derhill, has closed down but 
the other eight will be run 
entirely by the communities 


they serve, with books and 
technical services still 
being supplied by Dorch¬ 
ester. 

“We have a proud record 
of four years of consistent 
dependability behind us,” 
says Mike Chaney, chair¬ 
man of the Friends of Pud¬ 
dletown Library, “and, now 
we have been trained to 
work Dorset’s comput¬ 
erised library management 
system, we’ll make sure our 
readers don’t suffer from 
the council’s need to cut 
services to save money.” 


The library will be open 
four days a week as it is 
now, staffed by a team of 
28 volunteers who work in 
pairs. They not only give 
advice on books, they also 
look after the computers 
available whenever the li¬ 
brary is open. 

The other seven commu¬ 
nity libraries which plan to 
go it alone over the next 
few months are Burton 
Brads tock, Charmouth, 
Chickerell, Colehill, Corfe 
Castle, Stalbridge and 
Wool. 


Waste and recylcing to 
return to normal cycle 

RUBBISH and recycling collections in West Dorset 
and Weymouth and Portland return to normal over 
the coming days after disruption over the holiday 
period. 

Collections which would normally have been car¬ 
ried out on Thursday, January 10th will be held on 
Friday 11 th. After this the service returns to the nor¬ 
mal pattern. 

For Weymouth and Portland residents real Christ¬ 
mas trees will be collected for composting if put out 
with the brown bin. Refuse should be put out by 
6am and recycling by 7am. 

West Dorset residents can have their real trees col¬ 
lected but these must be booked by calling 01305 
251010 before Friday, February 1st. The trees must 
also be less than six feet, or cut into pieces less than 
six feet. 

Meeting on housing and 
Post Office development 

A PUBLIC meeting is being held in Toller Porcorum 
on January 15th to outline an affordable housing 
scheme and a new Post Office being planned for the 
village. 

A local landowner has offered a site for six homes 
with the district council pledging £87,000 to a trust 
set up by village residents to carry the project for¬ 
ward. 

TheToller Porcorum Community Land Trust will be 
working with the Synergy housing association and 
Aster Homes to build the homes for local use. 

An initial meeting to discuss the need for afford¬ 
able housing attracted more than 40 people. 

Collection raises £371

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Town still waiting 
for recycling banks 
for food and drink

DORCHESTER residents 
are still waiting for food 
and drink carton recycling 
- despite much of the rest 
West Dorset and Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland hav¬ 
ing the facility since May. 

They were promised car¬ 
ton recycling banks back 
in May, “within weeks.” 
But the seven month wait 
now may soon be over. 

A district council 
spokesman told the View 
from Dorchester: “Resi¬ 
dents do have a good 
record on recycling and 
we do intend to improve 
our service by introducing 
recycling banks for bever¬ 
age cartons, such as those 
used to hold orange and 
apple juice, and it is hoped 
that this will be introduced 
early in the New Year, ide¬ 
ally before the end of Jan¬ 
uary.” 

Back in May West 
Dorset Council leader, 
Robert Gould, said in a 
news release that he was 
confident that an an¬ 


nouncement would be 
made ‘in the coming 
weeks.’ 

West Dorset District 
Council and Weymouth & 
Portland Borough Council 
have worked with the Al¬ 
liance For Beverage Car¬ 
tons & the Environment 
(ACE) to provide collec¬ 
tion banks for the empty 
cartons elsewhere in the 
area. 

Fantastic news 

Fay Dashper, Recycling 
Operations Manager at 
ACE UK, said: “The high- 
quality wood fibres found 
in beverage cartons are 
flexible and strong, and 
can be recycled up to six 
times, making them a 
valuable raw material for 
new paper products. 

“It’s therefore fantastic 
news that Weymouth and 
Portland Borough Council 
and West Dorset District 


Council are taking a lead 
by adding cartons to the 
list of materials it collects 
for recycling and we very 
much hope that the initia¬ 
tive is successful. We are 
committed to increasing 
carton recycling in the UK 
and this project takes us a 
step closer to achieving 
that.” 

Locations of carton recy¬ 
cling banks in Weymouth, 
Portland and West Dorset 
include: Asda, Weymouth; 
Littlemoor Shopping Cen¬ 
tre car park, Weymouth; B 
& Q car park, Weymouth; 
Southill Shopping Centre 
car park, Weymouth; 
Tesco car park, Portland; 
West Bay car park, Brid- 
port; Culverhayes car 
park, Sherborne; Char- 
mouth Road car park, 
Lyme Regis; and West 
Street car park, Bridport.

Early in 2013 the refur¬ 
bished van will be moved 
to The Kingcombe Centre 
and will provide an alter¬ 
native space for education. 


Robert Brunt, head of 
land management at 
Dorset Wildlife Trust ex¬ 
plains: “The living van has 
played a vital part in con¬ 
servation and manage¬ 
ment work that has been 


carried out over the years. 
Therefore we are delighted 
that the Plankbridge team 
has been able to imple¬ 
ment its unique skills to 
bring it back to life. 

“The van will not only 
provide valuable space for 
our courses, but it will act 
as a fitting memorial to 
Mrs Angela Hughes OBE 
who donated the van along 
with Greenhill Down in 
2004.” 

Real pleasure 

Richard Lee, owner of 
Plankbridge adds: “It’s a 
real pleasure for us to re¬ 
store this rare Victorian 
roadman’s living van for 
Dorset Wildlife Trust, 
which we believe was 
originally from the local 
Dorchester company of 
Eddisons. 

“At some point it ended 
up at Greenhill Down, per¬ 
haps to be used as a shep¬ 
herd’s hut. We are firm 
believers in preserving the 
Dorset countryside and are 
delighted that our tradi¬ 
tional craftsmanship skills 
can be used to help Dorset 
Wildlife Trust in its work 
to protect the Dorset 
Countryside.”

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STAFF and students at Kingston Maurward College 
have joined the fight against the devastating Ash 
Diebacktree disease. 

The horticulture team at the Dorchester college have 
launched a research programme to find trees in the 
grounds that are resistant to the disease and breed 
from them. 

Chalaradiebackofash is a serious disease of ash trees 
caused by a fungus called Chalara fraxinea. The disease 
causes leaf loss and crown dieback in affected trees, 
and usually leads to tree death. 

The college project supports the key commitments in 
the government's Chalara Control Plan for tackling the 
disease to develop resistance to the disease in the na¬ 
tive UK ash tree population and build resistance in UK 
woodland. 

Project leader and horticulture tutor Ben Collin said: 
"Our Level 3 Arboriculture students are currently climb¬ 
ing ash trees on campus as part of their course to col¬ 
lect seeds. Research in Denmark has shown that ten per 
cent of ash trees there have shown resistance so theo¬ 
retically we should get approximately five sets of seeds 


that show high levels of natural resistance. We then in¬ 
tend to grow seedlings in our research laboratory 
which will produce a very disease resistant tree." 

Environment Secretary Owen Paterson added:"While 
the science tells us it won't be possible to eradicate this 
disease, we mustn't give up on British ash. 

"The plan I have set out today shows our determina¬ 
tion to slow the spread and minimise the impact of 
Chalara. 

"It will also give us time to find those trees with ge¬ 
netic resistance to the disease and to restructure our 
woodlands to make them more resilient." 

The government has already introduced a number of 
control measures to reduce the speed of spread. A ban 
on import of ash trees and movement of trees around 
the country will remain in place. 

Landowners and conservation organisations will con¬ 
tinue to work with government agencies to check sites 
across the UK for signs of infected trees. 

The results of the Kingston Maurward College re¬ 
search programme will be published annually from De¬ 
cember 2013.

A COMMUNITY landscape project in the Ceme val¬ 
ley hopes to encourage rare butterfly species. 

Throughout the autumn the Cerne Abbas Commu¬ 
nity Landscape Project has seen volunteers working 
every Thursday to clear scrub from the chalk down- 
land and to link up the habitats down the valley from 
Lyons Gate to Charminster. 

Funding from The Patsy Wood Trust has helped to 
pay for the work to be carried out with organisers hop¬ 
ing to involve people from the villages, the local 
schools and groups of people from the area with dis¬ 
abilities and in recovery from mental health problems. 

The area is renowned for its chalk downland as well 
as for its scenic beauty with the butterfly list totalling 
35 species. These include Marsh Fritillary, the Duke 
of Burgundy, Chalkhill Blue, Small Blue and Adonis 
Blue, some of the species which the work clearing un¬ 
dergrowth and un¬ 
wanted saplings, 
hopes to encourage. 

Conservationist 
Nigel Spring, who is 
leading the project, 
says that if left un¬ 
managed, the area 
would be lost to 
woodland and the 
butterflies, orchids 
and birds would 
largely disappear.

turn-outs despite the weather and it being generally 
very wet underfoot,” said Mr Spring. “Everyone 
seems to have enjoyed themselves and the project will 
offer a real, lasting benefit to the environment.” 

Once this winter’s work is complete activities will 
include a presentation, social evenings and guided 
walks - and activities for local schools. 

It is hoped that once the downland is opened up 
again, regular grazing by sheep and cattle will main¬ 
tain the habitat in good condition. 

Mr Spring is behind the local group of EuCAN, a 
Community Interest Company (CIC) working in the 
UK and other countries of Europe to involve more 
people and communities in the conservation manage¬ 
ment of their local environment. 

Since 2007, The European Conservation Action Net¬ 
work has set up 23 different two-week placements and 
enabled nearly 300 volunteers to visit 11 partner or¬ 
ganisations in the EU and in the past year has estab¬ 
lished a number of conservation projects and training 
courses in the UK.

THE Dorchester-based First Dorset

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Return of'fracking'will 
lead to more legal cases 


THE green light to resume 
fracking, or hydraulic frac¬ 
turing, could prompt a 
‘tremor’ of legal disputes, 
a leading Dorset lawyer 
has claimed. 

Battens chairman David 
Stephens said opponents 
of the process were likely 
to turn to the planning sys¬ 
tem to object to any pro¬ 
posals put forward by 
energy companies. 

His comments follow a 
government announce¬ 
ment that fracking, which 
had been suspended for 18

months after earth tremors 
were felt at a scheme near 
Blackpool, could restart 
subject to new controls 
aimed at reducing environ¬ 
mental risk. 

Fracking is so-called be¬ 
cause it creates fractures in 
underground rocks when 
fluid and chemicals are in¬ 
jected into cracks, allow¬ 
ing gas to be extracted.

While it can boost pro¬ 
ductivity, opponents point 
to potential gas leaks, 
tremors and seepage of 
toxins into water tables, ah 
risking damage to the 
countryside and reducing 
property values. 

Mr Stephens said Dorset 
and Somerset could be in¬ 
creasingly in the frame for 
future fracking applica¬ 
tions due to the presence of 
shale gas in their geologi¬ 
cal make-up. 

“Planning permission is 
required before any frack¬ 
ing can take place and a li¬ 
cence is needed from the 
Department of Energy and 
Climate Change (DECC). 
Permission will of course 
only be sought where, ge¬ 
ologically, fracking is 
likely to yield results. 

“In the South West there 
is a zigzag belt from Mine- 
head to Lyme Regis which 
makes Somerset, Devon 
and Dorset ah potential 
targets. The government’s 
green light could there¬ 
fore open the doors for 
fresh planning applications 


and legal disputes,” said 
Mr Stephens. 

Local authorities act as 
mineral planning authori¬ 
ties when it comes to deci¬ 
sions on planning 
permission. Although 
Somerset and Dorset 
county councils report no 
fracking applications reg¬ 
istered as yet, there has 
been applications in Som¬ 
erset. 

“We can expect the issue 
to run and run,” said Mr 
Stephens. “The limited ex¬ 
perience to date indicates 
applications will generally 
be viewed favourably by 
planning authorities but 
permission is not in¬ 
evitable. 

“In the new planning en¬ 
vironment of Localism, ef¬ 
fective local opposition 
can ensure tight conditions 
or even refusal of consent. 

“This means marshalling 
the considerable body of 
scientific evidence, pre¬ 
senting it in terms which 
will be most persuasive to 
planning authorities and, 
crucially, making it rele¬ 
vant to local circum¬ 
stances whether you are 
applying for or opposing 
such developments.”

On the Bank Holiday Monday an all classes pursuit 
race will be held, run under the RYA Portsmouth Yard¬ 
stick handicap scheme. 

The objectives of a pursuit race allows boats of differ¬ 
ent classes to race together, starting at different times 
with the intention of them all crossing the finish line to¬ 
gether on the Olympic Medal Race Course at the Nothe. 

This type of racing can be extremely exciting and pro¬ 
vide the opportunity to be involved in close racing 
against other classes. 

WPNSA is pleased to be partnering with Sail Racer to 
develop this new event. SailRacer will be delivering the 
event web platform from online entry and innovative 
online sports presentation to allow spectators to follow 
all the live action over the Summer Bank Holiday. 

Arrangements have been made with SailLaser, Wey¬ 
mouth, the on-site sailing school, for a range of boats to 
be chartered. 

These will include Lasers, Laser 2000s, Picos, Vagos, 
Stratos and Bahias for people without their own boats 
locally to take part in the racing - it will also give 'rusty 
sailors' who have sailed in the past, but don't currently 
have their own boat to participate in a fun event on the 
waters that hosted the sailing superstars of the Olympics 
and Paralympics. 

The weekend of competition will be accompanied by 
on-shore social activities with a 'sailing festival' atmos¬ 
phere. Stands from various partaking classes will be sit¬ 
uated on site for the duration of the event promoting 
their class to current and potential new members.

Weymouth's reply got off to a slow 
start against Adkins (2-0-9-1) and 
Lovett (2-0-10-1) accounting for P Sap¬ 
pworth (11) and T Anderson for a duck 
as Portland looked to apply early pres¬ 
sure. 

The introduction of C.Price (42no) 
and J.Sappworth (43no) swung the 
game in Weymouth's favour as the two 
punished any wayward bowling with 
classic stroke play and placement. 

They did not have it all their own way 


however as Portland kept the pressure 
up with a good display in the field 
which left 29 needed off the last over. 

Sappworth drove the first ball 
straight to the back wall for eight. 

He then accumulated another 17 
runs aided by some wayward throws 
off the next four balls that left four 
needed off the last ball.

Kenyan elections means 
all change for Grant 

PORTLAND cricketer and Dorset coach Grant Neven is 
determined to continue his fund raising visit to Africa 
in February to help raise awareness to AIDS and to 
coach local people to play cricket despite a clash with 
the Kenyan elections which have been called for the 
same time. 

Neven who coaches Portland Red Triangle and is 
their 2nd XI captain was due to visit Kenya as part of a 
volunteer group often coaches from Cricket Without 
Boundaries, a UK cricket development and AIDS 
awareness charity which is run almost entirely by the 
dedication and enthusiasm of its volunteers, but be¬ 
cause of the elections they will now travel to Uganda. 

The charity has two main goals; to spread cricket 
through coaching children and teaching adults how 
to coach; and linking the sport to HIV/AIDS awareness 
and incorporating these messages into every day 
coaching sessions. 

He has to raise £2,000 for the trip and has already 
made a solid start with a 24hr Cricketathon which 
raised almost £350. 

He is hoping to add to that total on January 4th with 
Stumpy's Cricket Tea and Quiz ay the Royal Dorset 
Yacht Club in Weymouth from 7.30pm onwards. Entry 
is by donation. 

Neven who goes by the nickname "Stumpy" said: "I 
personally have had great pleasure in both playing 
and coaching cricket for a number of years and feel 
that CWB will give me the opportunity to transfer 
some of that feel good factor into helping to spread 
awareness of HIV/AIDS."

SEVENTEEN Dorchester Boxing 
Club members attended the 
Avalon Dinner Tournament 
where fans were treated to 15 
high-class bouts of boxing 
where four of their boxers were 
involved. 

Luke Derryman made his 
debut in the first bout of the 
evening, a skills match against 
another debutant Dominic 
Willis from Avalon. 

The refs instructions were to 
use only left hand skills in the 
first, right hand skills in the sec¬ 
ond, and light sparring in the 
third, although both boxers hav¬ 
ing come to box rarely stopped 
punching in the last round. 

Deafening vocal support and 
stamping from the audience 
added to the intense atmos¬ 
phere of the show, with both 
hands raised in triumph to rap¬ 


turous whistles and cheers at 
the finish of their first skills 
match. 

Two others who had met be¬ 
fore in a skills match had their 
first bout, with Dorchester's 

Liam Legg was boxing 
Tommy Weeks from Sturminster 
Newton. The pair are good 
friends, but the first round was 
a thriller and with Weeks aban¬ 
doning defences, they stood toe 
to toe in the centre of the ring 
firing shots at each other. 

The second was crammed 
with two fisted exchanges, both 
boxers scoring equally, whilst in 
the third both showed great 
courage and stamina with an all 
action finale, resulting in hectic 
exchanges of combinations and 
uppercuts. 

The youngsters both brim¬ 
ming with confidence produced 
a wide variety of skills with 


workman like efficiency, and 
they left their mark by produc¬ 
ing the best action bout of the 
night with Legg given the ver¬ 
dict, but the bout was very 
close. 

Angus Dunn's height and 
reach advantage proved no 
help at all against Aaron Robin¬ 
son of Lympstone who could 
bull his way through a brick 
wall. 

Robinson's determination to 
smash Dunn into submission 
proved costly as Dunn grew in 
confidence as his tight defence 
and quick wit around the ring 
saw him deflect Robinson's two- 
fisted clusters and heavy 
punches. 

Dunn worked well off his jabs 
and straight rights in the sec¬ 
ond, but in the third round a 
massive straight punch re¬ 
minded him to be vigilant. 


It became visible that the 
body shots of Robinson were 
taking their toll as Dunn began 
to tire, and although he caught 
Dunn with one final blow, it was 
late to salvage the round, and 
the Dorchester boxer got the 
verdict on points. 

Dunn said: "I knew I would be 
crazy to have a slugging match; 
he was so strong. I took my de¬ 
fences sensibly and the divi¬ 
dends paid off." 

Kieron Clewett was originally 
booked to fight Avalon 
Dowend's Jake Demmery but 
ended in boxing his brother Ben 
who boasted an 18-bout record. 

It looked like Clewett could 
haul his career firmly back on 
top with a stunning demolition 
of Demmery in the first round 
where he dodged and parried 
some vicious shots. 

Clewitt showed glimpses of 


his undoubted qualities in the 
second round where he turned 
the charging opposition by 
sidestepping his approach, and 
as Demmery stormed confi¬ 
dently pitted him off, catching 
his opponent's fearful straight 
right in the palm of his glove. 

The third round Clewitt 
caught his opponent inthe 
midriff region where upon his 
hands dropped and was easily 
caught squarely on the chin. 

However in a desperate last 
bid, Demmery caught Clewitt 
on the nose that required atten¬ 
tion just before the final bell. 

The decision went to the Dem¬ 
mery who was rewarded for his 
attacking aggression. 

But Clewitt received a raptur¬ 
ous roar from the crowd who 
they thought had done enough 
in the first round and certainly 
appreciated his boxing.
